The two miles of 
beautiful ocean .frontage is mun­ 
icipally owned and Is maintained 
as a park for the enjoyment of 
all the people.

Redondo Beach, on the other 
hand, caters (o those frequent- 
Ing the commercialized amuse­ 
ment zones of privately owned 
and exploited, ocean frontage.

The agitation to consolidate the 
towns seems to have been in­ 
spired and financed by certain 
large newspaper Interests that 
are seeking control of the press 
of Southern California and o(, 
the nation.
